Turner, and it was in his office that 
the Herald got the information. At 
the same time in the office 
w'as 
a 
recent ex-soldier boy, a Mr. Apper- 
son from near Tuxedo, and the re­ 
sponse was to get out and take up S’ 
collection for the soldier 
boy.

Apperson and the Editor located th$ 
boy, and sure enough he was down­ 
cast. W e offered him money, but he 
said, “ Now fellows, I don’t like to 
have a contribution made for me.”

Christmas trees are still a haz­ 
ard. Electric lights may have short 
circuits; and some folks are care­ 
less with cigarettes and matches. 
To fireproof the tree, first get it| 
from four to six days b efore you 
intend to decorate it. 
Then weigh 
the tree and b uy one-fourth as many 
pounds of ammonium sulf8te as the 
tree weighs. This chemical is avail­ 
ab le in most stores that sell seeds 
and fertilizers. 
For each pound of ammonium sul­ 
fate use 1 Vz pints of water to make 
the fireproofing solution. Mix the so­ 
lution in something tall and narrow 
that will hold the tree upright. Then 
saw off the end of the tree diagonal­ 
ly so as to give a large cut surface. 
Set the tree in the solution in a cool 
place, away from the direct sun­ 
light, and leave it there until most 
of the solution is ab sorb ed. The fo­ 
liage will stay green if the tem pera­ 
ture of the room is from 55 to 65 
degrees Fahrenheit.
